Nicholas  Brunner  who  was  born  In  the  year  of  Our  Lord, 

1729  Mumbsvil,  Switzerland,  can  be  said  to  be  one  of  whom 
the  Lord  has  bestowed  a  great  favor  upon.  Now,  Nicholas  being 
one  of  many  children,  followed  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father’s 
business  and  profession,  that  of  a  wine  maker  and  cheese  manu¬ 
facturer.  3esides  these  two  occupations,  Nicholas  was  known  as 
the  11  Blacksmith  of  the  Village rt. 

Little  is  known  of  this  man,  his  life  or  virtues,  from 
whom  the  descendants  of  the  Brunner’s  trace  their  beginning,  an 
ancestral  lino  which  is  indeed  a  tribute  to  the  Fatherland  of 
Switzerland,  but  greater  far  to  the  Monument  Invisible,  which 
they  have  so  humbly  laid  and  spread  upon  the  American  shores  and 
these  United  states.  Nicholas  took  unto  himself  a  spouse,  Marie 
uofer,  and  after  years  of  a  fruitful  married  life,  Nicholas  de¬ 
parted  from  this  Viorld  in  1S07* 

Baptist  Brunner  was  the  son  of  Nicholas  Brunner  and 
Marie  Hofer  Brunner,  born  in  the  year  1755»  Ho  assumed  the  res¬ 
ponsibilities  of  his  father’s  business  -  v.'lnc  Maker  and  Cheese 
Manufacturer  -  in  his  early  years.  Now,  employed  as  one  of  the 
•’Household  I/.uid"  v;as  a  lovely  woman  by  the  name  of  Anna  Marie 

Probst,  whom  he  later  married  on  November  ?3rd»  1793  ~  and  from  this

holy  union  of  matrimony,  six  children  were  begotten,  namely  - 
Nicholas,  later  known  as  Kr.  Francis  Brunner,  Anna  Marie,  Marie 
Anna,  Joseph  John,  Joseph  and  Frances.  Baptist  Brunner  passed  away 
in  the  year  161 3. 

NOTE: 

Anna  Marie  (Probst)  Brunner,  rife  of  Baptist  Brunner,  nine- 
teen  years  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  founded  the  "  Order  of 
the  Precious  Blood  Nuns  of  Perpetual  Adoration1’,  with  the  spiritual 

advice  of  her  priestly  son,  Fr.  Francis  De  Bales  Brunner,  in  the

year  of  I634.  Her  son,  likewise,  founded  a  Seminary  in  America  lor 
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young  men  who  were  desirous  of  studying  to  become  priests  of  God, 

On  October  4th,  1764,  at  Mumliswil  In  Reckenklen,  Switzer¬ 
land,  Anna  Maria  Veronica  Brunner  was  born.  Early  in  life  she  re- 
relved  a  thorough  training  In  virtue  as  well  as  In  the  household 
arts.  As  a  maid  In  a  family  of  means,  her  behavior  was  so  exemplary 
and  her  dlsoositlon  so  lovable  that  the  eldest  son  requested  her  hand 
in  marriage.  God  blessed  this  union  with  six  children,  of  whom  two 
became  priests,  a  third  a  religious. 

When  her  obligations  toward  her  family  had  been  fulfilled 
the  "Pious  Mother"  sought  retirement  in  order  to  prepare  for  a  happy 
death.  Nine  months  were  spent  in  prayer  at  the  great  shrines  of  Rome, 
before  she  associated  herself  v:lth  the  maids  In  the  seminary,  establish¬ 
ed  in  the  old  castle  loorenherg.  Here  She  founded  a  congregation  of 
Religious  for  the  Perpetual  Adoration  of  the  Precious  Blood, and  the 
salvation  of  souls  through  works  of  education. 

Mother  Brunner  died  January  15 ,  I836.  Nearly  a  oentury 
later,  November  6th,  1933#  her  venerated  remains  were  exhumed  and 
transferred  to  the  Motherhouse  of  her  Congregation  at  Salem  Heights, 
Dayton,  Ohio. 

John  Joseph  Brunner  was  born  of  Baptist  Brunner  and  "  The 
Venerable  Foundress  of  the  Precious  Blood  Nuns",  Anna  Marie  (Probst) 
Brunner,  In  the  year  1S02,  Not;,  John  Joseph  was  an  energetic  man 
as  was  his  forefather,  his  occupation  being  a  great  sheep  reiser  and 
herder  and  loved  by  all  In  the  community  for  his  generosity  to  the 
poor  and  those  in  need.  John  Joseph  married  Frances  Roesch  and  five 
children  was  the  fruit  of  this  holy  union  -  the  children  were  -  John 
Baptist,  Isadore  Mathias,  Anna  Marie,  Elizabeth  and  Theresa.  John 
Joseph  died  In  the  year  of  Our  Lord,  1075* 

Isadore  Mathias  Brunner  ras  born  of  John  Joseph  Brunner 
and  Frances  (Roesch)  Brunner  in  the  year  of  1$32.  When  a  young  man 
he  took  unto  himself  a  wife,  Mari'  Agnes  Bader  -  and  five  children 
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were  the  fruits  of  this  holy  union.  Mathias  and  John  Baptist,  Anna 
Marie  and  Josephine  and  Theresa.  His  occupation  being  a.  goat  herder 
and  a  great  lawmaker,  taking  a  stand  in  politics  on  behalf  of  his 
father  who  valiantly  fought  to  his  dying  day  for  the  Democracy  of 
his  Country.  He  helped  to  bring  about  many  changes  in  the  laws  of 
Switzerland  regarding  schools  and  education,  from  which  fundamental 
principles  most  schools  in  American  are  based  upon.  .After  serving 
his  Country  for  nigh  on  to  twenty  years,  he  died  in  1907*  A  tribute, 
Indeed,  to  his  Country. 

Mathias  John  Brunner  ras  born  of  Isadora  Mathias  Brunner 
and  Marie  A.gnes  Bader  in  the  year  1849.  His  occupation  in  his 
fatherland  being  a  brew  master  and  room  keeper  and  like  former  ances¬ 
tors  —  n  goat  iaerdex-.  -  — vrn.n  married  to  Marie  Josephine  Stoker  and 

the  fruits  of  this  holy  union  were  great  -  for  God  blessed,  them  with 
fourteen  children,  of  which  nine  are  recorded  in  America  in  the 
volume  of  births.  Eight  sons-  Joseph,  Fritz,  Mathias,  Jacob, Sebatlne 
Arnold  -  Aloys  and  Clement.  One  daughter  Josephine.  Due  to  trouble 
in  hie  country  -  in  which  he  was  implicated,  he  fled  his  native  land, 
probably  in  the  year  1881  or  thereabout,  with  wife  and  several  children 
possibly  three  boys  -  Joseph,  Mathias  and  Fritz  and  one  daughter, 
Josephine.  Sailing  on  the  high  seas  for  approximately  seven  v;eeks, 
landed  upon  the  shores  of  America  in  the  New  England  States  -  most 
probably  Boston,  because  in  the  Little  Church  Cemetery  at  St.  Mary  - 
is  the  grave  of  one  Marie  Theresa  Brunner  -  who  died  September  20th, 
1881.  Remaining  in  this  section  of  the  Country  but  a  short  time,  he 
and  his  family  departed  for  the  West  and  after  several  months  of 
traveling,  settled  in  the  Southwestern  pafct  of  Ohio,  later  known  as 
Roseville,  Ohio.  The  family  of  Mathias  John  Brunner  were  the  first 
ones  bearing  this  name  ever  to  set  foot  on  Ohio  soil,  and  first  of 
his  ancestors  to  land  in  the  new  World,  that  is  to  follow  the  Master 
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"rlsh"  Increase  and  multiply,  that  is  to  have  children  and  other 
ancestors  who  hear  this  name ,  as  Mother  Brunner* 3  son,  Father 
Brunner  arrived  and  founded  his  religious  order  of,  the  Precious 
Blood  Priests,  Therefore,  it  should  be  noted,  that  Mathias  John 
Brunner  and  wife  settled  here  in  America,  as  a  family  to  flourish 
and  carry  this  name  to  all  corners  of  the  New  World.  He,  as  his 
ancestor,  the  religious,  who  brought  the  name  Brunner  to  America, 
likewise  have  the  equal  honor  of  being  the  one  to  bring  the  name 
of  Brunner  to  America  as  the  leader  of  the  laymen,  while  his  ancestor, 
the  son  of  Anna  Marie  Brunner  came  as  the  Founder  of  a  religious  order. 
Fr.  Francis  Selaslus  Brunner  cane  over  to  America  as  the  founder  of  the 
Order  of  priests  of  the  Precious  Blood  and  likewise  was  Instrumental 
in  tori nglny  the  1 101/  «un a  to  America,  founded  by  hlo  prtlntly  mother. 

He  departed  from  his  earthly  life  in  the  year  of  1899  having  met  with 
an  accidental  death. 

Jacob  John  Brunner  who  was  born  of  Mathias  Brunner  and  Marie 
Josephine  Stoker  Brunner  in  the  year  of  ISS3.  He  married  Anna  Cath¬ 
arine  V.'iegand  and  five  children  were  the  fruits  of  this  union.  Three 
sons  -  Elmer,  Paul  and  Cletus  and  two  daughters-  Romilda  and  Eileen. 

His  occupation  being  an  artist  in  iron  work.  He  is  the  first  child 
born  from  the  union  of  Mathias  Brunner  and  Josephine( Stoker )  Brunner 
to  be  born  on  Amerioan  soil.  Like  his  ancestors  he  is  a  strong 
supporter  of  principles  for  he  and  several  of  his  brothers,  gbout 
twenty  years  ago,  upheld  the  Union  of  Laborers,  with  all  the  efforts 
of  strong  supporters,  likewise  his  ancestors  fought  to  uphold  the 
preservation  of  Democracy. 

'•NOTE" 

The  reason  Jacob  Brunner  has  taken  precedence  over  his 
older  brother  is  being  the  first  bo  be  born  on  American  soil 
bearing  the  name  of  Brunner. 

Paul  Frederick  Brunner  '  .s  born  of  Jacob  Brunner  and 
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Anna  Catharine  (Y.legand)  Brunner  flin  the  year  1912.  His  occupation 
is  Buyer  of  Groceries  for  grocery  concern.  He  married  Blanch 
Louise  Broadbury.  One  child  is  the  fruit  of  this  Union.  -  Paul 
Philip. 

Paul  Philip  Brunner  was  born  of  Paul  Frederick  Brunner 
and  Blanch  Louise  (Broadbury)  Brunner  in  the  year  1936.
